The Chip- 
pewas translated the name into their own language but retained the 
meaning. •"':;. - p 

During this time the agents of the Hudson Bay company pene- 
trated this region and in 1800, Alexander Henry, a fur trader, writes 
of "Lac nux Voleurs" and "River anx Yoleurs\ that is, in French 
"Lake and River of Thieves." * ■ -jj 

. . Major's. H. Long, of the United 8tatcs ahny, in 1823, headed an 
expedition which explored the Red^River as far nor& as Winnipeg. 
On.the map accompanying his -report of this journey he notes "Tbief 
R.", probably- the first time the'-name was set down in the English 
language. Mr. Long did not, hhnself, see the river. ; . This was left 
for an adventerous young man named .Beltrami, Italian by birth, 
Prenoh by adoption and wanderer by choice, who deserted the party 
at abontthe location' of the present town of .Hallock, and struck 
across country, alone, to Thie^River which he decended ina canoe 
to the site, of this, city, Thief River Falls. Thence follqwing.np. 
Red Lake river he crossed lower Red Lake, ascended Mud river to 
Mud lake and portaged to a Mle lake which he believed to be the 
source of the Mississippi and which he named, in honor of hia sweet- 
heart in far oft* France, '^Lake JuliaV. Thence following the Turtle 
lakes and river he paddled down to Cass lake and from there followed 
the Mississippi back to Fort Snelling. Lake Julia still bears that 
name and this group of lakes is called the "Julien sources" pf the 
Mississippi. • * * ■ ' 

.Beltrami, in hiB book "Pilgrimages in Europe and America" tells 
of this.trip and mentions- "Robber river (called Wamans Watpa, by

When ' we consider our age and the many business cares that 
come, to the citizens of a new' wide-awake city, our cburohes are the 
highest testimonial to the christian zeal and the heroic, 'self-sacrific- 
ing spirit of our people. With twelve church organizations, most of 
which have their own place of worship, we claim, for ourselves, a 
plnc(5 among the cities of highest mornl standing in the northwest 
We have averaged one church building a year for five years and the 
next five years will witness- a much larger expenditure of money in 
church building and improvements than in the period mentioned. 
We are already realizing the need of larger church buildings. 

History proves that it takes time to solve the problems" that come 
to a new town. JPhere are at least fifteen nationalities represented 
in the citizenship of Thief River Falls. The people have come 
here, bringing the morals, customs, habits of living, political notions, 
etc., ffonvtheir native countries and from these conditions we have 
succeede'd iu " building an aggressive, up-to-date, prosperous city. 
We have to contend with some of the same conditions thattry to 
force themselves oh every new town or city, but our citizens,, when 
put to the test declare themselves for every advancement that makes 
' lor the moral good of our city,

PERIL IN ELECTRIC WIRES. 

Hres Are Frequently Caused by 

Sadly Protected Conductors— 

Cases In Montreal Cited. 

.It Has claimed at one time that the 
substitution of electricity for gaa and pe- 
troleum In lighting would result in a 
lessening of the danger from fire. But a 
recent report lEBned by the ^lonlreal 
. fire and light committee tends to show 
thst the danger haa been Increased rath- 
er than diminished by the change, aays 
the Toronto Globe. The report gives 
a record of 150 Urea due to electric cur- 
rents during the last three months of 
1903, with an aggregate loss of 11,600 
000. 

When classed according to causes the 
list shows that 22 fires were due to the 
contact of telephone, telegraph and oth- 
er low 'potential wires with electric 
light and other high tension circuits. 
, Wires grounded on gas pipes were re- 
sponsible for 19 fires. Eleven ares we're 
due to the defective wiring of gas fix- 
tures, five to the puncturing of gas pipes 
by the currents of flexible cords wrapped 
aronnd them, three to short circuits in 
moldings, three to open link fuse, Iu 
porcelain cot ont bases. 15 to overheated 
resistance colls and beating devices and 
nine to Incandescent lamps coming In 
contact with Inflammable material "In 
the same report 1S5 Ares are recorded in 
which electricity was needed of being 
the cause, but In witch all material eri 
dences of origin were destroyed.

' The temperature of the air has forced 
Itself on public attention during the past 
Winter! and, as a contemporary remarks, 
It Is unfortunate that the method ot ex- 
pressing tt Ib not more scientific.. The 
critical point for us Is that at which 
water solidifies. Water Is so important 
to life, animal and vegetable,' that the 
temperature at which It freezes ought to 
be the xero point or beginning of the 
scale. 

' TheboilUigpointvarieawlththepree- 
sure of the atmosphere, a drop of the 
barometer an Inch lowering the boiling 
point almost exactly a degree, but the 
freezing point remains substantially 
unchanged. The, temperature xrf steam 
arising from the surface of 'water when 
the barometer. stands at 29 inches la, 
however; fixed, and this might well have . 



been taken as the other nxed point ot- 
the scale and .the space between It and 
the zero point divided Into 100 equal 
parts as Is done In the centigrade ther- 
mometer used Invariably In physical ex- 
periments. , 

Fahrenheit, whose thermometer we 
use, knew that the temperature of melt- 
ing Ice was constant, but be thought 
that the lowest temperature which could 
be produced was that of a melting mix- 
ture of salt and snow. ■ He took this as 
his zero, and it is fortunate that he did 
not know of liquid sir. for if he had be- 
gan to measure from the lowest cold as' 
we know ft, our thermometers might to- 
day be marking as much as 300 degrees 
above zero. He thought that the tem- 
perature ot the blood ot a healthy man 
was unchangeable, in which he was 
nearly right, and he marked the point 
which his Instrument Indicated wben 
placed under his arm as St. This made 
the freezing point of water 8. Find- 
ing the gradations Inconveniently large 
he divided them into four parts which he . 
called degrees. Thie made the freezing 
point of water 32 degrees, and "blood 
heat" 96 degrees. He had tried several 
other scales before and intended to make 
this one duodecimal or divisible by 1* 
It is, of course, unfortunate that he dli" 
not make' It decimal 'and start from 
the freezingpoint of water, makibghlood 
heat exactly 100 degrees. But we owe 
too much to this scientist of the early 
eighteenth century to be willing tp find 
fault with him. He was certainly more 
sensible than one of his predecessors, 
who made boiling water his starting 
point, and graduated downward. Per- 
haps, too. It is not a bad idea to havs 
"zero" represent .something worth 
mentioning, and "below zero" some- 
thing extraordinary rather than merely 
freezing water. 

It would be about as hard to ntoija the 
Fahrenheit* scale as to introduce^ the 
metric system.— Hartford Times. ' \ 
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Discovery of a Hew Metal. - 

"Heteorll" is the name given to the 
new metal of W. Rnbel, a German chem- 
ist, wbtch is said to be aluminium hard- 
ened by' a chemical process. The spe- 
cific gravity is practically the same as 
that of aluminium; the metal is not af- 
fected by weak acids, the atmosphere or 
sea water; it can .be cast like Iron, and 
has x eight per cent greater tensile 
strength than cast iron; and Itcan be re- 
cast Indefinitely. It can be rolled cold, la 
nearly as conductive as copper, re- 
tains a high polish, and can be plated. 

Automatic Pulse Register. 
Watching the pulse addfserlously to 
the strain upon the surgeon during an 
operation under chloroform, cocaine 
or ether. This Is done automatically by 
the new "pulse register" ot Dr. Gartner, 
of Vienna, which conslsta of a watch- 
like box to.be attached to the patient's 
forearm, the bands' upon a graduated 
dial being made by an elastic spring to 
register very precisely the pulse aftd 
blood-pressure vibrations. . The lndl- 
caUonsare much more senaltlv; than th» 
nhyslcUn'i finger.

TWO VIEWS OF THIEF RIVER FALLS 




J& Early History j& 

THE first settlement made on the present site of the growing- 
city of Thief River Falls, was in 1879, by a man named 
Frank Russell, who had married in Dakota, a Crele squaw, and 
came here and camped near the junction of the two rivers on 
the reservation. He" was driven off by the Chippewas, when he 
located as a "squatter and built a log house in the grove at the 
west end of the iron bridge. In January, 1881. John LaBree 
bought- him off and filed on the land as a homestead. In pay- 
ment for the squatter's right. Mr. LaBree'gave him $60 in cash, 
a cow, a light platform wagon .and .two lots on Horace avenue 
between Third and Fourth streets, and filed on 160 'acres as his 
homestead, which covered a greater part of the present business 
portion of this city. As soon as possible he had land extending 
from the present LaBree avenue to the river, broken up and into 
crop, corn, wheat, etc. The first crop of wheat was raised in 
1885, Gilbert Haavi doing in e first shocking. 

In the fall of 1880 a rn^n named Joe Gudo opened' the first 
trading store, which was burned down after running but a few 
months when he left the country. Mr. LaBree started a store 
and commenced trading with the Indians in 1881. At this time 
this place Was on the Indian trail between the Red Lake reser- 
vation anoACrookston, the supply point for this part of the state. 

Section ^3, Township 154," Range 43, was soon taken up as 
homesteads by George Maxfield, John LaBree, John Heinming- 
son and Charles Anderson." The Maxfield quarter was contested 
and after a hard fight was won by William Porter and afterward 
owned by Phillip Zetland William Porter, now deceased, and is 
known as Porter's addition. 

In the- summer. of 1880 Mike Burns filed, on Section .4, Town* 
ship 153, Range 43. This is the land^ust'south ofs'the city in 
town of Rocksbury. After proving up, he left his farmland made 
his headquarters at Hotel Ogahmah in' 1887, (he being:' single at 
that time) which was owned by C. A' Robbecke, who run it in 
St. Hilaire prior to 1887, but, as this place had; to his eye, better 
prospects, the hotel was moved here in sections, put together 
again and opened up, the first hotel in this city. 

In September 1883 J. W. Wallin bought of Otto Buse, an undi- 
vided six acres in tjwnorthwest corner of the southeast quarter 
of section 33, and built a house into which "he moved his family 
and opened a store. The nearest postoffice was one and one-half 
miles south, down the river, at the home of Charles Johnson, a 
brother of Martin Rockstad, and called Rockstad. He was" suc- 
ceeded as postmaster by a Mr. Richey, who held it but a few 
months and abandoned it when it was turned over to Mr. Wallin 
in 1883 and moved to his house, near where Hans Nelson how 
lives. The office fixtures consisted of a soap box divided into 
six pigeon holes. He held the office until 1889, when Hans Nel- 
son, who moved his store and building up from St. Hilaire it 
1888 and located it on the first lot south of the Ogahmah hotel, 
was appointed postmaster in place .of Mr. Wallin. . " ■'. ' 

In 1888 Carl Kretzschmar came up from Red Lake Falls and 
bought ten acres of land from William Porter and on' February 
18th started the building of the dam" and the erection of the Rol- 
ler Mill O. K. He moved his family here on June 12th of that 
year.*"' . 

The settlement, entirely on the west side of the river,' had 
grown to about 200 souls and was called Thief River Falls. On 
August 17th, 1889, a paper was started by C. C. Knappen and A. 
E. White and called the Thief River Falls Press. . C. M. and M. 
V. Evenson, who had started a hardware store here, soon bought 
the paper and Mr. White run it until February 1st, 1891, when H. 
E. Mussey bonght and took possession of it. F. J. Stebbins 
bought a drug stock also owned by Evenson Bros., and took pos- 



session in May, both occupying the building nowWassen's feed 
store. The following October C. J. Knox came from Minneapolis 
and opened a real estate office in the same building, pnd in Janu- 
ary 1892 Dr. Grundy came and had office.room in the same build- 
ing. (It was a jolly crowd.) At this date, this building, the 
Great Northern hotel, since burned,* the small house north of the 
City Drug store and the building now- occupied by Simonson & 
Co.'s clothing store, were all the buildings on Main avenue. 
North of Third street and east to LaBree avenue was vacant and 
covered with a heavy growth of brush and small timber. 

Agreat deal of trouble was caused by mail being addressed 
to Thief River Falls when the postoffice was '* Rockstad, some 
mail traveling for weeks hunting for that office before it woujd 
reach its destination, if ever, and in the summer of 1891 the name 
of the postoffice was changed to the present name, under the 
protest of many who wanted it Ogahmah Falls. 

Early in 1890 those owning property in the settlement met 
and organized the village of Thief River Falls and the first vil- 
lage council, which consisted of Carl Kretzschmar, President; 
M. V. Evenson, Phillip Zeh and Charles A. Robbecke, Trustees'; 
William Porter, Recorder held their first.meeting «i» May 26th, 
in the O. K. Mill office. J. W. Wallin was appointed treasurer, 
Charles Meyers, pound master, Henry Williams, Constable and 
Adam Zeh, Justice of the Peace. On June 23rd of this year the 
first saloon license was granted to Eliv Larieviare, the license 
being $500. In June of- 1890, the village bought lot 20, block 18, 
to build a jail on, which was built in 1891. 

' .On October. 17, 1891, the election was held to vote a bond of 
$l,000_to aid in building the present iron bridge. Aid to the 
amount of §7,000 was received 'from -the state and Knox & Tin- 
dolph gave the material for the approaches the construction of 
•fchitft- cost $675, .making-jthe total cost of the bridge §8675. As 
the only meaus.pf crossing the/river had been a pole bridge over 
the dam, which; weht'out in highjwater, the iron bridge was a 
great benefit, as it opened a way for a large number of settlers 
south and east' to come here to trade the entire year. 

■ In July, 1883, Dennis Connely 'filed dn the southwest quarter 
of Section 34, as a homestead and built a log house, a little south 
of the present lumber office into which he moved his family and 
platted, what is known as Connelyi's addition to Red Lake Rapids. 
After living here until 1888, he bought his' present farm west of 
•town and moved out there. '!'"■' 

In June 1882 James Warner'; became the owner .of parts of Sec- 
tions 33 and 34, (the east sideband in December 1888 Wiley Tin- 
dolph bought these lauds, platted them and named it Red Lake 
Rapids. In 1892 0. J. Knox bought and platted eighty acres on 
the east side, known as. Knoxfs addition to Red Lake Rapids. 
On September 1, 1896, an election ;was held which incorporated 
the platted territory on both sides of. the river into the city of 
Thief River Falls, with F. H. Kratka, Mayor; C. J. Knox, John 
E. Burkee, P. O. Bergh, C. A. Robbecke, Aldermen; Lars Backe, 
Clerk; J. W. Wallin, Treasurer; Ira C. Richardson, City Attorney, 

The- town of North, Polk -county was established in 1882 and 
in 1884 the first election was held with J. B. LaBree and R. S. 
Hoyt, Judges; Ed LaBree, Clerk. The fallowing officers were 
elected: Supervisors, R. Hoyt, Ole C. Larson, JobnB. LaBree: 
Treasurer, C. Knudson; Clerk, Peter Newman; Justice of the 
peace, Samuel Krueger; Constable, C. A. Svenson; Road over- 
Beers, James Krueger and Dennis Connely. - The first case in Jus- 
tice Court was Hans Nelson vs. P. O. Lewis, in 1879. The first 
boy born in the town was Oscar A. Wendt, August, 5th, 1885,, 
and the first girl was Hattie Johnson September 20th, 1885. /The 
iirst death was E. F. Morgan, August 10th, .1887, aged 70 /ears, 
9 months, 1 day. The first chattel mortgage recorded wai/L. M. 
Larson taW. K. Dernis for $30. /

MONT PEfcKE LOSES ITS SPINE. 

Hecent It rue Wat of Eruption* of tb« 

Volcano HnY Destroyed Tb.li 

Carlo an Phenomenon. 

A short time ago the^fact was recorded 
that a cone or spine bulltoip of lava and 
nther ejects from the volcanic vent ot 
Mont Pelee had beep pushedNjp Into ths 
air until ll stood 1,174 feet above the rim 
af the crater. 

This curious outgrowth from the cal- 
dron of which the mountain Is the vent 
has now entirely disappeared. In- 
formation received by Dr. E. 0. Uovey, 
or t lhe American" Museum of Natural 
History, says that It was destroyed by 
an eruption on September 17. 

The month of September and the lat- 
ter part of August were marked by vol- 
canic activity ao»great as to cause „ 
rioue fears of the recurrence of erup- 
tions similar to those which destroyed 
5t. Pierre. Several warnings were sent 
jut by the geographical commission to 
the_ inhabitants or the northern and 
northeastern parts of the Islander Mar- 
tinique. 

^ The dust cloud from an eruption on 
September 12 reached 'the limit or the 
tone that was devastated by the erup- 
tions of May, 1902. Three such clouds 
at nearly the same extent followed one 
another in. quick succession during the 
next week. An eruption cloud rose ver- 
tically on September 16 to the extraor- 
dinary altitude of 7,000 meters. 

In the latter part of September the 
activity diminished agata and the bul- 
letins from October 1 to 13 Indicate only 
Teeble activity of the volcano.

There died at Elk Creek, Ky.. the 
other day of paralysis Richard J. Jew- 
Jll. who probably enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of having been postmaster longer 
than any other man living. He was 68 
years of age and a native of that county. 

In 1835 he was appointed postmaster 
of WilBonville.. That was during the. 
administration of Franklin Pierced 
Three years' later he removtd to Elk 
Creek, where he Berved continuously for 
45 years. He made out and signed in 
person every quarterly report. 

He served with ability and gave gen- 
eral satisfaction. Notwithstanding his 
long service under republican adminis- 
trations, Jewell was a democrat of the 
old school and was not afraid to let It 
he known.

About the Chippewas 

Total Disregard o! "Marriage Ceremony 

The passage of. the Steenereon bill to permit the public sale 
of Indian lands on the Red Lake Indian reservation has drawn 
special attention to the Chippewas living on these lands and 
their state of civilization. Bed Lake agency is a sub-agency of 
the Leech Lake agency of which Major G. L. Scott of the Tenth 
United States cavalry is acting Indian agent. 

The report of Major Scott reveals a high state of civilization 
among these Indians, surpassing those at Leech Lxke or else- 
where on the Chippewa- reservation. Their school is in good 
condition and'bas been recently improved. The kindergarten 
class is one of the finest among Indian schools. There is some 
pine land and some very choice agricultural lands "which \yill 
be eagerly.purchased. .. * 

The population is 1,837, consisting of 674 males and 605 H- 

off the 
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wear citizens clothes, having cast on the 
blanket There are 210 Indians who can read and ZOO can coni 
verse sufliciently in English to make themselves understood.' 
There are 425 children of school age. Fifty-seven per cent of the 
Indjans obtain a living by civilized -pursuits. About thirty per 
cent live by fishing, hunting and root gathering. These Chippe'- 
was cultivated 400 acres of land and put under Rnce 2.700 acres. 
They grew 1,500 bushels of potatoes and gathered 1,000 tons of 
hay. They own 125 horses, 80 head of cattle, 200 swine and 000 
fowls. 

The freight hauled by their own teams was 31!),097 pounds, 
the amount earned being $3,117. They sold the government pro- 
ducts worth H4S1 and to others *9,500. There are three church 
buildings with three Catholic missionaries and one Episcopal. 
There are 200 baptized Indians, who are also communicants and 
sixty-seven baptized only. The money spent for education was 
*4,000 and for church work *260. The actual birth rate is above 
the death rate, showing that the Chippewas are not-decreasing 
in numbers. 

The most serious obstacle to the complete civilization of the 
Chippewa is the total disregard of the rules and.regulations and 
customs of civilized people pertaining to the marriage relation. 
The record of only one legal marriage last year can be found. 

Indians follow the bottle as a dog follows his master. You 
can hear their old war songs in all their hideousnessVhen tliey 
have secured liquor. President Roosevelt recent I y upheld Major 
Scott for refusing to pardon a-white man for selling liquor to 
Indians, 

It is an inspiration to visit the government home for indigent 
crippled and sickly Indians at the old agencv at Onigum. °It is 
managed by a competent matron, an Indian cook- and laundress, 
and these poor helpless Indians are well fed and clothed bv the 
Indian service. . " 

• The Red Lake diminished reservation' consists of o£-er (100,000 
acres in northwestern part of Minnesota, most of which is cov- 
ered with magnificent white pine and Norwny trees. .Most of 
the timber is accessible by streams which leads to lied Lake. 

There are two large schools on the reservation. The Red 
lake school is fitted with steam heat and lighted witil gas. The' 
other school is on a point which nearly seperates upper ^Reil, 
lake from lower Red lake. This is called the Cross lake school. 
The history connected with the building of this school is inter- 
esting. The Indians bad agreed that it should be built there, 
and yet when the materials were brought and tile contractors 
arrived they came in numbers and notified the contractors to 
leave. There was no mistaking their attitude and the contract- 
ors left. / 

This was in the fall of 18'ofl. Captain Mercer, who was then 
the agent for the Leech lake agency, proceeded to the scene and 
the' Indians agreed to have the school built, provided it was 
always considered their own- and that no white employees 
should be connected with it so long as competent Indians could 
be found to do the work. The superintendent is a' mixed-blood 
Indian, but he lias surprised every one with his management, 
not only of the school, but also of the refractory Cross lakers! • 

The school has an enrollment of over fifty, and new additions 
and improvements are being made which will materially increase 
its capacity. The Cross lakers take great interest in it, and 
there is as little friction between the old Indians and the school 
as can be found anywhere in the Indian service. 

During the past two or three years the Indians have been 
gradually moving to the east end of the reservation, around the 
lake and the agency, but few living on the western portion now 
open for settlement and improvement by the ambitious and indus- 
trious white man *

THAT part of the diminished Red Lake 
Indian reservation soon to he opened is 
all of it that lies west of the. range line be- 
tween ranges 88 and 39 and comprises a little 
more than a quarter of a million acres, to be 
■ exact 256,152 acres, equal in area to about 
eleven townships, and is frequently called 
tho "Eleven Towns" although as a matter of 
fact the land lies in nineteen townships, 
some of which are, however, only small frac- 
tions. It is also sometimes spoken of as 
"that part of the reservation within Bed 
Lake county" for the major portion of the 
w.cswiiej. land is so situated. However, a Btrip one 

mile and one-half wide and twenty-six long on the north boundary is 
in Marshall county and a smalt fraction in the southeast corner in 
Polk county. 

The land is, in general, level prairie, with frequent groves of pop 
lar and brush, giving fuel for man and shelfer for sjtock. A belt of 
poplar, ash, oak and. elm, from one-half to three-quarters of a mile 
wide is usually found along the river and here the land is -more roll- 
ing. Thief river forms the west boundary and Clearwater river the 
south boundary of the tract while Red Lake river, which is navigated 
by several steamboats-, flows through the center of it from east to -

About this time (Fall of 1903) the land office threw open for set- 
tlement a large number of isolated tracts on the old Red Lake reser 
vntion (not the diminished Red Lake reservation) which had been 
held out at the time of the opening eight years ago. These lands 
were north and east of Red Lake county, far from market and not 
particularly desirable, but many believed them to be the "Eleven 
Towns" and there was a great rush of people who went home dis- 
gusted and disappointed.

RED LAKE CODNTY. 

The reservation forms one-third of Red Lnke county. It is, taken 
altogether, a rather better tract of laud than the settled portion 
Nothing in the county can be bought for less ' than $10 per acre nnd 
some of it sells for S60. These are, however, extreme cases The 
average price of land now runs from SIC to $35 per acre. The popu- 
lation of the county is 15,000. It has two cities, Thief . Eiver Falls 
of 3,000 and Red Lnkc Falls of 2,500 population nnd the village of 
St. Hilaire, with 1,200 population. There are three saw mills, three 
Hour mills, fourteen elevators, sis creameries, six cheese factories 
and two skimming stations located in the county. It is exclusively 
nn agricultural ond stock raising section, nil of the timber for the 
saw mills comes down Bed Lake river from the pineries, some sixty 
miles distant, except a few million shipped into Thief River Falls 
every winter by rail. In the county are seventy-eight school houses 
exclusive of city schools, and 'seventeen postoffijees. Churches are 
found in every township. The Great Northern railroad reaches the' 
three principal points in the county, and, in addition, Red Lake Falls 
is on the Northern Pacific railway. The Winnipeg branch of the 
boo line, now under construction, will reach Thief River Falls in 1904. 
HISTORY OF THE OPENINO. 

The opening of the reservation has had a varied history Three 
years ago the Indians ceded the lands to the government for one 
million dollars, but Congress refused to ratify the agreement because 
it bound the United States for the money and left the purchaser a 
chance to escape payment. Later, Congress passed a law opening 

lands but the Indians refused to agree, owing to some minor de- 



SECOND SALE. 

At the end of five years all lands not disposed of nt first snle shall 
be sold at not less than $4 per acre, with no restrictions except the 
payment of the cash, and lands remaining unsold after this second 
sale. may be bought at any time' (Vereniier by paying $i per acre- 
cash and with.no other restriction whatever. 

TIME OF SALE. 
The above is all that is provided by law with regard to the sale 
The time, place and manner of sale are left entirely with the Secre. 
tary of the Interior who will issue his instructions latter. It is be- 
lieved that the sale will take place at Thief River Falki bnt possibly 
it may .be at the local land office at Crookston? At present it is 
thought that the time of sale will be about July, 1904, the depart- 
ment. can hardly complete the arrangement of details before that 
time and should the sale be delayed later than September it .might, 
for varionB reasons, better be postponed nntil next summer. Both 
public auction and sealed bids have been suggested as the proper 
method-for disposing of the land. Either plan is open to serious 
objections, but the department leans strongly towards sealed bids, 
thm plan will result in a great deal of the land remaining unsold at the 
close of the first sale but will probably give higher prices on some 
choice pieces. The public auction would dispose of practically all 
the land at the first sale but the crowds would be difficult to manage. 

THE HOMESTEAD LAW. 

The free homestead law, which, with the exceptions noted, ia to 
govern the Bale of this land, provides, briefly, that in order to secure 
a claim one must be a citizen of the United States, over the age of 21 
years or the head of a family, and mnBt not be the owner of over 160 
acres of land at the time of filing. (Note : A married man or widow 
under 21 years may take a claim.) An alien muat before filing de- 
clare intention to become a citizen and mnst be fully naturalized be- 
fore proving up, except that an alien who commutes, or proves up in 
fourteen months, as hereafter explained, may do so on his declara- 
tion of intention. 

In the case of free hoinesteads, if the set«e£ does not deBire to 
wahVfive years before securing a title to tho h\nd he may commute 
or prove up in 14 months by the payment of a. 25 per acre or $200 
ona quarter section providing all other requirements of the law are 
observed. The law governing the sale of this reservation also allows 
the purchaser to prove np in U months by paying down the full -price 
bid for the land. It is thought that ?1.26 per aore will not be re; 
quired in addition to the purchase price. 

The law requires that the settler, unless he commutes, must make 
the land his home far five years. He muBt not be absent at any one 



WATS AND MEANS. 
It !b just as well to say right here that the coming sale will be no 
place for a poor man. By this ia meant that persons intending to 
bid should have the amount of first payment in hand and, in addi- 
Hon, not less than one hundred dollars. Five hundred dollars is lit- 
tle enough. The cost of examining land, hiring locators, and of liv- 
ing expenses during the sale will be at least one hundred dollars and 
anyone going on a piece of wild land, expecting to make expenses but 
of it from the start, is usually very badly disappointed. The bnyer 
of modest means must:plan as carefully for the coming yearn as if he ■ 
were investing in land in any other par.t of the country. The com- 
ing sale will bo an opportunity to secure a good piece of land at a 
cheap price, but hard and faithful work will be necessary to make it 
a self supporting farm. 

POINTEH& 

There is Hardly enough sandy or gravely bottom on the reserva- 
tion to be worth mentioning bnt that will not help you if it should 
happen to be under the land yon buy. Look out for it, there is 
some of it there. Stillrfn-some places, a thin layer of gravel lies be- 
tween the. loam and the clay.. Such land is all right. The bad stuff 
is found usually on slight ridges- 

jThere are no "alkali Bpots" on this land. This is mentioned be- 
cause occasionally you will see places which look wonderfully like 
it. These are common throughout the county and do not bother 
when broken up. It is thought that they are all caused by the ashes 
fgdn-prame fires collecting in low Bpots on the surface. 

.All over the reservation maybe seen, "hard heads." These are < 
usually "prairie rocks" nnd do not indicate a stony soil. They are ( 
all on the surface, having been raised by frost. There are only 
about enough of them, in most places, for building purposes. 

Much timber has been stolen, along the rivers, for fuel. See that 
yon do not get a piece of stump land. 

WATER. ^~ 

PWy of good water is found in the country about the reserva- 
tion, except around Gerniantown, at a depth of 20 to 30 feet. It is 
supposed that the same conditions exist on the land to be sold.-

Fahrenheit, whose thermometer we 
use, knew that the temperature of melt- 
ing Ice was constant, but be thought' 
that the lowest temperature which could 
be produced was that of a melting mix- 
ture of salt and enow. He took this as 
his lero. and it is fortunate that he did - 
not know of liquid air, for If he had be- 
gun to measure from the lowest cold as 
we know it, our thermometers might to- 
day be marking as much as 300 degrees " 
above zero.

Find- 
ing the gradations Inconveniently large 
he divided them Into four parts which he 
called degrees. This made the freezing 
poiet or water 32 degrees, and "blood 
heat" 96 degrees. He bad tried several 
other scalps before and Intended to make 
this one duodecimal or divisible by 12. 
It Is, of course, unfortunate that he d:i" 
not make It decimal and - start from 
the freezing point of water, maklngblood 
heat exactly 100 degrees. But we owe 
too much to this scientist of the early 
eighteenth century to be wlllfngtoflnd 
fault with him. He was certainly more 
sensible than one of his predecessors, 
who made boiling water his starting 
point,, and graduated downward. Per- 
haps, too. It is not a bad Idea to have 
"zero" represent something worth 
mentioning, and "below zero" some- 
thing extraordinary rather than merely 
freezing water. 

It would.be about ashard to reform the 
Fahrenheit scale, as to Introduce the 
metric system.— Hartford Times.

As Viewed From The 1 Standpoint 
01 & Practical Farmer

THE landscape presents a pleasing variety of natural Umber, pure 
running -water, beautiful lakes, rich meadows and high roll- 
'iug farm lands, 

THE SOIL. 

The soil in the northern part is a rich black loam running from 
six inches to two foot deep with a yellow clay subsoil strongly im- 
pregnated with lime which serves ns a perpetual fertilizer to the 
wheat fields. While in the central and adjacent to Thief River 
Falls it tends to a sandy loam, but with the same clay subsoil, which 
t offers to the husbandman unusual advantages for the cultivation of 
an almost unlimited diversity of crops. The county, to my know- 
ledge, has uever known a crop failure, 

WHAT BED LAKE COUNTY WILL PRODUCE. 

Wheat, oats, barley, flax, rye, speltz, buckwheat, corn, vegetables 
of all kinds in abundance, all kiuds of small fruits do well here as 
well as apples, plums, grapes, terries grow in abundance wild as well 
as cultivated. 

Wheat yields from twelve to twenty-five bushels per acre" accord- 
ing to season, quality of land and condition of cultivation, and has 
been known to yield as high nsTorty-five under favorable conditions, 
never grading lower than No. 1 Northern. Oats seem to do unusu- 
ally.well in this county, running about one hundred pounds to the 
sack and averaging from thirty to seventy- five bushels- per acre. 
Flax does unusually well if sown early. I broke up twenty acreB in 
June of 1903, and, although the season was unusually wet and not 
adapted to tlax, still it yielded seventeen bushels per acre and I sold 
it for oue dollar and live cents a bushel. I paid twenty dollars per 
ncre for the land nnd after deducting all expenses had a little more 
than half the price of the land left. The Flint varieties of corn do 
unusually well but I find as a rule that fanners do not get their seed 
in early enough. I am of-the opinion that with caro'as to selection 
of seed and the same system of cultivation as prevails farther south, 
there is no reason why fair crops of the Dent vnrieties cannot be 
successfully grown. Winter rye does well in this locality on nccount 
of the covering of snow that always remains upon the ground caused 
by tlit; proximity of the great lakes and timber left in Minnesota nnd 
chiefly to the absence of high winds prevailing on the open prairio 
country. 

While the thermometer registers down into the forties for a few 
days at times still people do not sutfer to the extent, nor nre'they 
troubled one half ns much with lung diseases, as they are hundreds 
of miles farther south. In my opinion, there are fonr causes for this: 

First— The air is dry, pure and invigorating. 

Second— The absence of high wind. 



Third — The prevailing winds in tho winter come from the north- 
east and while their severity is broken by passing over the immense 
pine forests of Northern Minnesota, still they carry on their wings a 
certain nmount of the healing properties, of the pine. 

Fot'imi— Tho snow ns.tally lies from the middle of December to 
the middle of March and on account of tho dryness of the atmos- 
phoro J and nbsonso of thaws, people engagediu out of door oticup'a- 
tious never suffer any incouvonionco from, being wot. The people 
dress wnrhi and look healthy and contented, nnd for my pnrt noth- 
ing would induce me to go back to .the open prairie to reside. 

IIAV'ASD GRASSES. 

Tho entire northwestor.n purl of Minnesota 1b covered with a lux- 
uriaut growth of native grasses; blue joint, red top, white elovofand 
pea vino abound and mnke excellent pasture for domestic Twiimals. 
■Whilo rod clovor and timothy grow abundantly in this section of the 
Btate. I was raised in Ontario, the homo of red clover and have 
been through Wisconsin and southwestern Minnesota, hut never saw 
nsgood a stand nor as oven a piece of clover as I saw growing wiihin 
four riiiles.of Thief River Falls, last summer. It will be only a ques- 
tion of time when this section will be shipping thousands of tons of 
tamehay. , • 

' ^ • t ' THE FL'EL QUESTION". 

The coal trust has no tentara for Red Lake county, ns the majority 
of the farmers have their owil fuel. ' Go6d poplar sells now for about 
1.50 per cord. Howevor, hnkd coal is cheaper here than in South- 
em Minnesota, since we are hearer the Duluth docks, and people re- 
siding within reasonable distance of Thief River Falls can get all 
the edgings their tefms can hitol for fifty cents to one dollar a load, 
which will furnish them with kindling for a year. 



Lands in this locality can be purchased from fifteen to thirty 
dollars por acre, according to improvements nnd location. I am of 
the opinion thnt'a person with a reasonable capital can purchase im- 
proved lands tlus season nbout as cheap ub to wait for the opening* of 
the reservation, because, orfaceount of the quality of those lands and 
terms of sale, competition will be great, when you take into consid- 
eration the breaking up of those lands and improvement* ' You 
know tliere is. nnd old Buying that "He that buys a house already 
wrought, buys many a pin nnd nail for naught." Now, I hear some- 
one say< if that land will produce what you state why is it for sale so 
cheap? Well, I will have to answer your question by asking you 
one; "Why did the people of Iowa nnd Southern Minnesota sell their, 
lands not many years ago for about the same price? Why did the 
people of Big tftoue .and Traverse counties sell their lands for from 
ten to fifteen dollars per acre five years ago that will now bring forty- 
five to sixty, dollara? 'I purchased a small tract of land near here 
two years ago for twenty dollars nnd peoplo thought it high enough 
at that price, now it will sell for thirty dollars, and any person with 
a little ^capital' can purchase .hundreds of acres of land for about 
twenty dollars per ncre lhnt will be considered cheap at from thirty 
to thirty-live dollars per,acre in a few years.

THE honor of taking the initial step towardB providing fire pro- 
tection belongs to F. H. Kratka, Adam Zeh, H. 0. Hanson, 
Hans Nelson and Ohas. A. Bobbeoke, who were members of the^vil- 
lago council during the year 1893. On Sept. 16, 1893, this council 
gave an order to the Waterons Engine Co. of Minneapolis, for the 
Hook and Ladder truck and buckets, together with two 5 gallon Bab- 
C^ock Chemical extinguishers at a cost of $494. Later the corner on 
fvrliich the City hall now stands was purchased for S600. The truck 
Uoou arrived and through the aotivo Worts of H. E. Mussey, on 
starch 8, 1894, a volunteer fire department was organized. ■ H. E. 
Uusseywas elected as the first Chief, Ira O. Richardson, Secretary 
■fcjlChaB. A. Bohbecke, Treasurer. The first list of members con- 
rmecl all the other able bodied men in the village and consisted of 
47 charter members. In the spring of 1894 the village council pur-

chased the present engine, 1000 feet of hose and one hose cart, at an 
expense of $3090. The apparatus soon arrived and wub tested in the 
presence ot nearly the whole population of the Tillage. The test 
proved a complete success, wris duly accepted by the council and an 
order issued for the payment". The Department then occupied itself 
with practice aud becoming familiar with the duties of firemen. 

The firemen being the strongest organized body in the village was 
given entire charge of the Fourth of July celebration in 1891 and 
carried out the duties entrusted to them in a most spectacular man- 
ner, nil the members being decked out with homo made, red flannel 
shirts and new caps. The unmarried men especially, appearing stun- 
ning in the eyes of the young ladies of the village.

From its organization to Feb. 2nd, 1897, no serious fires had men- 
aced the property of the citizens, but on that date fire caught in the 
store of O. P. Johnson. Although the fire was controlled in its early 
stages, damage to stock resulted in the sum of over §2500. The next 
fire occured on the night of March 16, 1897, when the Hensal saloon 
building was deliberately set on fire and burned completely to the 
ground. Qn the night of Dec. 23, 1898, two days before Christnlas, 
the Arlington Hotel was completely burned down. A portion ot the 
building was occupied by S: Bisazza as a general store and the bal- 
ance as a hotel. It was here that, one of his clerks was severely 
burned about the face. ^Wn? inmates of the hotel had narrow escapes. 
Over S950O worth of property went up in smoke at this fire. . Since 
that time small fires have occurred but not more than usual in vil- 
lages of this size, built up with wooden structures. 

For two years the members gave their time without remuneration 
. but on Feb. 25th, 1896, the village council passed a resolution giving 
each member $1.00 for responding to fires'. 

E. . E. Zeh was elected as the second chief and Mr. Kichardson 
was continued as secretary. The third election of officers was the 
most bitter tho Department ever had, E. E. .Zeh and Louis Hanson 
being candidates for chief. By a small margin Mr. Hansoniwas 
chosen and the members again settled down to work. . 

In the spring of 1895 a running team was organized by selecting 
twelve of the fleetest sprints in the Department. This team attended 
the Northern Minnesota Firemen's Tournament Association which 
was held at Crookston in June. The team covered themselves with 
glory by winning the championship silk banner in competition with 
six other teams from cities in tho northern-, part of the state. This 
Department has since been represented at other tournaments and at 
each acquitted themselves with honor. 

: The city council of 1899 passed a new ordinance for the regulation 
of the fire Department which provided that the chiefybe selected^ 
th* council. This nearly resulted in its disbandment, but the trou- 
^ was averted by the council who generously conceded the point to 
allpw the members to select their own officers. 

| The apparatus has been increased from time to time^so that at 
present it consists of one "Waterons Steam Engine, one fifty-fiveTgal- 
lon chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck with ladderejand 
buckets complete, two hose carts with 2000 feet of hose and six'five 
gallon chemicals. The membership is somewhat decreased 'and is 
now composed of 26 men. This is large enough as teams are always 
available to haul the apparatus to fires. The Bed Lake river'fumishes 
Abundant water supply but this is supplemented by a large cistern 
under the City hall and a similar cistern on 4th street between Main 
and LaBree avenues. The present officers are C. C. Jackson, Chief- 
D. LeSarge, Assistant Chief; K. M. Hanson,' Secretary; E'e Zeb'i 
Treasurer. • - ' * I 



MOVEMENT baa taken form 
la Canada for the rc-namlng 
and developing of Hudson 
Bar. It Is proposed to .call 
tha vast.body 'of water tbat 
baa figured so largely In the 
past history ot the Domln- 
(on, and especially of the northwest, 
Canada Sea, and to encourage Its' com- 
faerclal use as an outlet for the pro- 
Bucts of the Northwest Territories and 
Manitoba. 

M Dominion statesmen ■ believe there 
ire vsat possibilities for Canada to the 
development of this great Inland sea 
If proper encouragement is offered for 
the development of a commerce 
through 1L Tbey believe It Is destined 
to become the rendezvous of a great 
grain fleet which shall carry the agri- 
cultural products of tho "Western Can- 
adlan ptalns to the markets of Europe, 
thereby cheapening transportation, and 
increasing tbe farmers profits. One 
needs but study tbe map of Canada to 
realize that these things are all very 
possible, to say the. least. Commerce 
of the past, and of tbe present to a 
largo extent, follows the water courses, 
and the waterways of Western Canada 
find an outlet Into Hudson Bay. Of 
these waterways such streams as the 
Nelson and Churchill rivers should 
prove of wonderful Importance In the 
development of • tho vast territory 
awaiting .the coming of man to be 
changed from a no-man's-land to popu- 



present time are a number of Amerl* 
canflshlng schooners from the Maine 
and Massachusetts coasts, and the ah* 
nual visit of tha Hudson Bay company 
boat bringing Its. supplies Jo York 
Factory at the mouth of tbe Kelson 
river, and taking back to London Its 
load ot valuable furs. 

Even In the past, though almost un- 
kriown-to the world of commerce, Hud* 
son Bay has played an Important part 
In tbe development ot tbe western por- 
tion of Canada. Since 1660, when Capt 
Qlllam navigated the bay and estab- 
lished a trading post at Its southern 
end. It has figured in the world's com- 
merce. Two years after tbe visit of 
Capt. Qlllam occurred tho organisation 
of the Hudson Bay company, beaded 
by Black Prince Rupert, to whom 
Charles the Second granted a charter 
ceding to Rupert and bis associates 
the lands drained by the waterways 
flowing Into Hudson Bay. 

The French at Quebec made Ingress 
or egress to aud from the territory 
bestowed by King Charles by way of. 
(he St Lawrence Impossible, even had 
It been desirable, and bo the ships ot 
the company sailed In and out of 
Hudson straits on their annual voy- 
age, taking to the crude forts- of the 
company the ' Implements of barter 
with the Indians In return for which 
was received their furs. 

For three quarters of a century this 
primitive commerce was confined ex-

lous communities. < At comparatively 
small expense the Nelson river could 
be made to provide, during the sum- 
mer months, a 'means of continuous 
water transportation from Wlnnepeg 
to York Factory, the Hudson Bay com- 
pany post on Hudson Bay: 'Also, at 
comparatively small expense the 
Churchill river could be made navlg* 
able for a portion of each year, aud 
bo afford -water transportation as far 
west as Lake Athabasca. Both of these 
streams have broad, 'deep channels, 
carrying Immense volumes of water, 
and though the navigation of both is 
now blocked by falls and rapids they 
are of a kind tbat do not present in- 
surmountable obstacles, nor would tbe 
Incurring of any considerbale expense 
be necessary In overcoming tbe ob- 
stacles.' Steamers have, for years, been 
plying a trade between Winnipeg, on 
the Red river, and; the source of the 
Nelson where It Aowb out of Lake Win- 
nipeg. Once canals are built around 
the falls of tbe river, and the same 
steamers could continue their Jour; 
ney to the bay. 

But the Improvement of these rivers 
Is not needed, even though it might be 
desirable to make tbe development ot 
Hudson Bay commerce feasible. Rail- 
roads can and will in time furnish 
means of communication between tbe 
Interior and the shipping points on the 
shores of the bay. A line now In op- 
eration runs from Winnipeg north to 
the northern line of Manitoba province. 
From there It turnB westward and pen- 
etrates the northern edge of the wheat 
country for a considerable distance, 
and will eventually reach the. Rocky 
.mountains. Turning eastward at the 
northern line of Manitoba a branch of 
this same line has been surveyed 
through to York Factory, on Hudson 
Bay, and»it Is expected that construc- 
tion wart on this branch wilt be begun 
within a) comparatively short time. 

The new trans-coritlnentat line which 
the Ottawa government recently chart- 
ered and provided a means for financ- 
ing will pass within striking distance 
of James Bay and will penetrate the 
best ot tbe wheat country of Canada.' 
It Is reasonable to expetit that {bis 
line will provide a branch to Hudson 
Bay, if for no other reason than to tap 
Its rich ■■^■ s ' 

A third* line IsNjfllng built northward 
from St. Ste." Marie with the ultimata 
object of striking James Bay near the 
mouth of the Moose'rlver. Throughout 
eastern Ontario a number of branch 
lines are being pushed northward grad- 
ually, and though they are still a long 
ways from the shores of this vast wa- 
terway, it Is almost needless to proph- 
ecy -that some of them will in time — 
and a comparatively abort time — reach 
it The 'vast timber and mineral -re- 
sources found around; it are attracting 
attention '.In Canadian railway and 
financial circles, and but little other 
Inducement would be necessary,: to 
bring about the desired result 

About; the only' vessels that -have 
risltal-ithi^baV regularly tip to. the 



cluslvely. to the shores of the bay, but 
at the end of that time the hardy ad- 
venturers began pushing Inland In 
thBlr efforts to obtain greater wealth 
of furs. The traders pushed their bark 
canoes up the rivers and eventually 
reached the lakes' of Manitoba. With- 
in 50 years from the time tbat marked 
the beginning of this spirit of conquest 
that impelled the traders to travel in- 
land they had crossed the 'continent, 
Hudson Bay trading posts were scat- 
tered throughout the valleys of the 
Red and Sascatchewan rivers and their 
tributaries and extended aa far west 
as the Rocky mountains.- To these 
posts came the products of English 
factories, aud from them were -sent 
the products of the trappers of the 
Northwest 

It was thiB commerce which brought 
about the exploration and early set-

tlement of Western Canada. It Is a 
commerce tbat is still carried on, and 
though the Hudson Bay company has 
changed to some extent and Is to-day 
mora of a merchandising corporation, 
selling for cash Buch goods as are de- 
manded by the better class of the An- 
glo-Saxon race, goods which are trans- 
ported by railroad, It still does a large 
business with the Indians In which 
beaver Bklns are accepted as currency, 
and the larger part of this business 
flows in and out ot Hudson Bay. York 
Factory Is still the rendezvous ot the 
trappers. To It conies the dog trains 
of the north, the Red river, carts, the 
almost endless chain of canoes paddled 
by dusky trappers. To these classes 
York Factory Is still the commercial 
center; the single ship that onee each 
year drops its anchor here represents 
to them tin commerce of the world. 
What this great waterway has been 
to the primitive commerce of the past' 
and present, it can'be to tbe-grbwlng 
commerce of modern Csnartrt. " It 'is 
destined In the .near future to become 
a link In the transportation chain be- 
tween the wheat field*, of tbe western 
plains of the Dominion to tha hungry 
mouths of Europe. - The little settle-' 
ment of traders at York Factory la des- 
tined to grow into a thriving seaport'

f he agreement made March 1", im»J* is amended and modified to read as 
follows: , " . 

Article 1. The said Indians living on the Rett Lake Inilian Reservation, 
Minuesota^for the consideration hereinafter named, do hereby cede, surren- 
der, grant and convey to the United States all their claim, rljjht, title, and 
interest in and to all that part of the Ited hake. Reservation lying went of 
the rauge line between ranges thirty-eight ami thirty nine, west of the fifth 
principal meridian, the tract of land hereby ceiled appoxlmating i-iUJii* 
acres, and also hereby agree that all of said Indians now. residing on the 
tract hereby ceded shall remove to the diminished reservation within six 
months after the ratification of this agreement,. and shall be paid not ex- 
ceeding *i0.000 in cash by the Indians of said Red Lake Reservation out of 
the lirst payment received by them from the. proceeds of this cession, said 
$1*0.000, or so much thereof as may lie necessary, to be paid equitably to those 
thus removing, in proportion to the value of their respective improvements, 
which payment by said Red Laks Indians shall be in full for all improve- 
ments which they will abandon, and also for the removal within the dimin- 
ished reservation of their dead from where they now are buried on the tract 
hereby ceded. 

Article If. In consideration of the land ceded, relinquished, and convey- 
ed by Article I of this agreement the U. S. stipulates and agrees to sell, sub- 
ject to the homestead laws of the L\ S., under rules and regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior, in tracts not to exceed one hun- 
dred and sixty acres to each individual, all of said land*, except lands re- 
maining unsold after live years from the first sale hereunder, which may he 
sold without reference to the provisions of the homestead law. Said land 
shall be sold for not less than four dollars per acre, and shall he sold upon 
the following terms: One-Hfth of the purchase price to be paid at the time 
of sale and the balance of the purchase price of eaid land to be paid in live 
i-ijiial annual installments due in one, two, three, four, and five 'years from 
date of sale, respectively, and to pay over to said Indians all of the proceed* 
realized from the sale of the said lands as herein provided. 

Article III. It i^ understood that of the amount realized from the sale of 
-aid lands a sum of not exceeding WOO.OOH shall be paid in cash per capita, 
share and share alike, to each man, women and child belonging on said" Ited 
l-ike Indian Reservation within ninety days after the "first sale herein pro- 
vided for. and the remainder of the proceeds of the sale of said lands shall be 
paid in cash per capita in fifteen annual installments the first of which fif- 
teen annual installments is to be paid in the month of October of the year^ 
following that in which the payment of the said SlOO.oOOis made, as provided 
in this agreement, and in the mouth of Octol*r of each year thereafter, and 
.all moneys received at the expiration of said fifteen years shall he appor- 
tioned in like manner among said Indians and paid to them on the first da v 
«if October of each year. 

Article IV. It is further agreed that the said Indians living on the said 
Red I-ake Indian Reservation. Minnesota, shall possess their diminished 4 ™* 
-ervaiion independent of all other Kinds of the Chippewa tribe of Indians 
and shall be entitled to alloTmc^s-tuereon of Kill acres each, of either agri- 
cultural or pine land, the different Classes of land to be apportioned as 
equitably as possible among the allotteeV. 

Article V. it i- understood that nothihg^m^^greemeiits shall be con - 
stnicd to deprive the. .-aid Indians belonging on the Ked Lake Indian Reser- 
vation, of any benedts to which they are entitled undW existing treaties o: 
agreements not inconsistent 'with the provisions of thiaagi^tment. It i 
the intention of this agreement that the L\ S. should actaTtrustee for sail 
Indians to dispose o,f said land and to expend and pay over the proceeds a; 
received from the sale thereof only as received, as herein provided. 

Article VI. This agreement shall take effect and be in force when ac- 
cepted and ratified by the Congress of the United States.

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Our Telephone Exchange 

One of the Best Systems In I 

the State of Minnesota & & 



IP ARLY in the winter of 1!X)1 H. Pant took preliminary steps 
X-* fur the construction of the present telephone system in 
this city. He met many obstacles to begin with, but by persis 
tent push ami hard work, so far accomplished his purpose that 
in May of that year lie commenced to operate the system with 
thirty telephones, scattered over different parts of the city, in 
good running order. The beneiits derived therefrom, by the pat 
runs, proved -to be so great, that the demand for his phones kept 
him and his force busy almost day and night setting poles and 
stretching wires about the city until today he has about 200 tele, 
phones in splendid working order and is also connected with the 
long distance line all over the country, and has one of the best 
local telephone systems in the state: 

Not only has Mr. Pant successfully built this local line but he 
has extended it north and has fifty miles under construction, 
twenty of which, to Middle river, with a live mile branch to New 
Polden, the 'wire is strung ready for operation as soon as the 
railroads are extended and villages established, when he will 
make the collections with stations on both lines. A crew of men 
are now hauling and setting poles, building the line through to 
Pelau. Greenbusb, Roseau and "Warroad, and be will also, in the 
near future, extend the line northeast to Germantown. ■ 

There are now about twenty persons employed in different 
parts of the work. The lines are open for service day and night. 
Miss Andrena Helgeson is chief operator during the day. She 
has held this position for' a long time and when you watch the 
manipulation of the key board for a while you will wonder bow it 
. is possible for anyone to work as prompt and accurate and retain 
their senses. Miss Anna Soards. is her assistant, and, although 
connected with the office but. a short time, is an excellent "Hello" 
girl. Miss Mamie Herron is the night operator and the readi- 
ness with' which night calls are answered proves that she gets 
very little sleep nights. 

Alex. Dixon is the head lineman. He has been employed by 
Mr. Pant most of the time since the system was started and 
works as hard and faithful as though he carried the whole line 
on bis shoulders. Will Ferris, who divides his time between -the 
exchange and the electric light plant, is an expert'and can make 
any old phone talk. Will McMichaels (Slim) is also an impor- 
tant' employe in the scientific part of the work and is a valued 
assistant. Besides' these there are about fifteen men at work on 
construction along the line. 

Mr. Fant proposes to keep in advance of the country with his 
telephone lines and as fast as possible extend his lines all over 
this section. This much can be said truthfully, his local ex- 
change and service is far ahead of cities two or'three times as 
large.

Two mor 
lines were spaced at equal distances be 
iween them and two carried the end am 
center of the wing- About 300 nvc-toi 
Jacks were set under the sills bcarlni 
on the second course from the top of tho 
cribbing. These were' divided into 30 
groups of from eight to 12 each, from 
three to five groups being located under 
each sill. At a signal given by blowing 
a whittle, one man started at the end 
of each group and gave each Jack In suc- 
cession one-half turn. After all the 
groups had been turned, another\c)gnal 
was given and the men returned to tho 
starting points, screwing each Jack 
another half turn, and so on bark and 
forth, simultaneously screwing the 
jacks so as to raise the building uni- 
formly^about one-half Inch at each 
round trip. 

The building was thus raised about It 
Inches in less than two hours. A new 
course of cribbing timber was then laid 
In the space between the last course and 
the sills, and the Jacka were simultane- 
ously slacked oft sufficiently to lower 
the sills' to bearing on It.
